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CANADA’S THIRTY-POUND COW. 


Owned by Gordon Manhard, Leeds, 
Ont, 


Until this year no cow in Canada had 
a record of having produced 30 lbs. of 
butter jn seven days. Last spring, how- 
ever, this record was established by a 
Holstein cow, Nanuet Topsy Clothilde, 
a six-year-old cow owned by Gordon 
Manhard, of Leeds county, Ont., near 
Brockville. This cow produced 556.35 
Ibs, of milk and 30.21 Ibs. of butter in 
seven days. In 30 days she produced 
2,372 Ibs. of milk and 117.96 lbs. of 
butter. The butter fat test was the 
highest on record. For seven days the 
test averaged 4.35 and for the 30 days 
3.98. 

A representative of The Dairyman 
and Farming World visited Mr. Man- 
hard’s well-kept farm recently and was 
much interested in what he saw and 
heard. ‘‘I started breeding Holsteins 
seven years ago,’’ said Mr. Manhard, 
‘*with one cow that I purchased from 
Mr, W. G. Ellis, of York county. A son 
of hers was the first bull in Canada ad- 
mitted to the advanced registry. I still 
have this old cow. She is fifteen years 
old and this year gave 45 to 50 Ibs. of 
milk a day after freshening. I next 
purehased three head from Mr. H. Bol- 
lert, of Oxford county, and one from 
Mr. A. C. Hallman, of Waterloo county. 
These animals formed the foundation of 
my herd. 

‘*Two years ago I was sick and sold 
out my herd to take a rest. Taking the 
rest, however, did not agree with me, 
as I found that I was not contented, so 
later I went to the states and pur- 
chased five cows, paying $150 to $275 
each for them. I now have a herd of 
47 head, including 20 milkers, 11 year- 
lings and 15 calves Noth- 
ing but cream is sold fron the farm. It 
is shipped to Brockville and I receive 
80 cents a gallon for it.’’ 

A Grand Animal. 

The Holstein cow that made the ree- 
ord was one of a number of splendid 
animals noticed in Mr. Manhard’s sta- 
ble. She was an exceptionally large 
animal, having a nice head, clean-eut 
neck, and showing a splendid wedge 
shape any way she was taken. Her 
barrel was very large and showed true 
dairy type. At the time of our visit 
she was rather rough looking. but this 
was due to the tremendous amount of

milk she had been giving. Mr. Man- 
hard informed us that when dry she 


put on flesh rapidly. We had never 
seen an animal showing such evidence 
of a great capacity to consume large 
quantities of feed and thereby produce 
enol :nous quantities of milk, 

An interesting incident concerning 
this cow, while she was in the test, was 
related by Mr. Manhard. ‘‘She fresh- 
ened,’’? said Mr, Manhard, ‘*in the 
spring. It was the worst season possi- 
ble, as the cows were bawling to get 
I kept her in the stable 
When I let 
her out the grass was up to her eyes. 
I fed her all the grain she would eat, 
but still she used to come to the stable 
and bawl for something. I could not 
make out what she wanted. Mr. Jones, 
the official inspector, who was conduet- 
ing the test, told me that he thought 
that she wanted something else to eat. 
Acting on his suggesion, I fed her a 
good fork full of hay. She ate it up 
clean, This showed that the grass was 
not sufficient for her and that there was 
something in the ‘hay that she needed. 
As soon as I ecommeneed feeding her 
hay,

duetion increased, as did also her but- 
ter fat test. 
which was some time after the test was 
over, she averaged 71 pounds of milk a 
day on grass alone.’’

Some Farmers Skeptical. 


Many farmers find it difficult to be- 
lieve that a cow can give such an im- 
mense quantity of milk as this animal 
has. Mr, Manhard stated that he told a 
Mr. Sheffield, of Lyndhurst, in Leeds 
county, an old man 70 years of age, 
about this cow. Mr. Sheffield stated 
that he found it hard to believe that 
she could give so much milk and that he 
intended to visit Mr. Manhard’s place 
to see the cow. He said that he had 
relatives that he wanted to see. A lit- 
tle later he walked from Lyndhurst to 
Mr. Manhard’s place, a distance of 35 
miles, where he saw the cow. ‘‘He 
reached our place just at milking time,’’ 
said Mr. Manhard, ‘‘and watched us 
milk her. She gave 75 pounds of milk 
that day on grass alone. He stayed 
with us al] day and watched each milk- 
ing and went away satisfied that the 
cow was capable of producing as much 
milk as I had told him. People have 
come considerable distances to see this 
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cow and have been greatly interested 
in the large quantities of milk that she 
gives.’’ 

The Farm Crops. 

Mr. Manhard’s farm comprises 196 
acres, of which 125 acres are under cul- 
tivation, the remainder being in pasture, 
The farm crop this 
year included 16 acres of corn, two of 
sugar beets and three-quarters of an 
acre of turnips. The turnips are grown 
as feed for the young cattle. ‘‘I find 
that turnips are a splendid feed for 
young bull ealves and for stock that 
s to be fattened,’’ said Mr, Manhard. 
‘‘Tt is no use for farmers to claim that 
it is impossible to detect the flavor of 
turnips in milk, even if the turnips are 
fed immediately after milking. If milk 
from cows that have been fed on tur- 
nips is kept in a can for a little while 
it is an easy matter to detect the tur- 
nip flavor when you lift the cover from 
the can and smell the milk. 

‘In winter I like to feed my milk 
cows sugar beets. They make a cheap 
ration, keep the cows healthy and pro- 
duce a sweet milk. I always slice my 
sugar beets with a slicer. I am inclined 
to think that it is better for cattle when 
sugar beets are fed to them whole, En- 
silage is fed with the beets. 


How the Cows Are Fed. 

‘+A cow giving 50 pounds of milk is 
generally fed 10 pounds of grain a day. 
Cows give 60 to 70 pounds of milk 
a day are given more grain. Sometimes 
they are fed 15 pounds of grain a day. 
With this grain I feed ensilage, sugar 
beets and clover hay, and once a week 
a feed of straw, which they seem to ap- 
preciate. 

‘(When I have cows that are being 
tested I feed a mixture of bran, ground 
oats, gluten meal and oil cake meal, and 
all the ensilage they will eat clean, as 
well as roots. The cows are always fed 
carefully. I never give them more than 
they will eat clean. 

‘«Last fall I seeded an acre of alfalfa. 
It came through the winter in good 
shape, and this year I secured two tous 
of hay at the first cutting and a ton at 
the second cutting on the 27th of July. 
To be successful in growing alfalfa, I 
believe that it is necessary that the crop 
shall be sowed carefully. Everywhere 
I go I find that alfalfa is recognized as 
being greatest and best feeds 
for dairy cattle. In New York State 

‘ cattle tell me that no mat- 
ter how good clover hay they feed, to- 
gether with grain, as soon as they sub- 
stitute alfalfa for the clover the cows 
give increased quantities of milk. Colo-

High Testers, 


Mr, Manhard is making somewhat of 
a specialty of Holstein cattle that give 
high testing milk. As already stated, 
his champion cow holds a record for the 
highest test of any Holstein cow in 
Canada for 30 days. Another of his 
cows, Rachel Schillaard Clothilde, pro- 
duced 1,136 pounds of milk in 14 days 
with an average test of 3.6. Another 
cow, Coral De Kol’s Pet, gave 865 Ibs. 
of milk jn 14 days with an average test 
of 4.1. This cow has been sold. Mr. 
Manhard has one of her daughters, Last 
year Mr, Manhard sold three cows, the 
milk from which in official tests aver- 
aged over 4 per cent. 

At the time of our visit everything 
about the house and stables was neat 
and clean. The cow stables had been 
white-washed and the animals were 
well bedded. Near the stable was a 
nice milkhouse in which the milk was 
separated. Mr. Manhard has a good 
farm and an exceptionally fine herd of 


Holsteins. He is in a section that is 
becoming noted as a Holstein center, 


and he is already reeognized as one of 
Canada’s leading Holstein breeders.— 
Canadian Dairyman and Farming World. 


HERD WHEN STARTING IN 
BUSINESS WITH A SMALL 
CAPITAL. 


First Prize Essay on the Above Subject 
at the New York State Fair.

There seems to be no doubt that the 
best way to form a dairy herd with a 
small capital would be to begia with 
a few good dairy animals and inerease 
the herd with the female progeny un‘i} 
the desired number is reached. 

In forming such a herd the guesiiun 
of pure-bred or grade would naturally 
arise. While the first cost of the pvre- 
bred stock would be more, it would be 
expected that the value of tho Yerd 
would be correspondingly greater. In 
either case care should be used in selezi- 
ing animals adapted to the purpose for 
which the herd is intended, market milk 
or butter production. A herd that is 
established for any particular purpore 
and bred for a number of years to that 
end would deteriorate if a sire bred for 
some other purpose was used, thus 
changing the line of breeding. 

The manner of starting the herd 
would depend on the amount of capita! 
and the length of time before it would 
be necessary to realize a profit from 
the herd. If the eapital would allow, 
znd quiek returns were needed, the pur.

If calves are to be purchased the se- 
leetion would have to be made on the 
performances of their ancestors. It 
would be better if this could be carried 
back four generations, to be sure that 
there is no inferior animal in the pedi- 
gree, and that all animals mentioned in 
the pedigree should be as uniform as 
possible. A mistake 1s often made of 
breeding two animals of widely differ- 
ent characteristics with the hopes of 
combining the desirable qualities of 
both. Even if the result was accom- 
plished in the first generation, the sue- 
ceeding generations would be liable to 
show a large number of inferior ani- 
mals, When grade calves are to be 
used to found a herd they should be se- 
lected for individual merit, and the 
qualities of the sire, as all improvement 
in the breeding of grade herds must 
come through the sire, which must be 
the best animal that ean be obtained, 
and pure-bred. 

The selection of the cows to found a 
dairy herd should be based on their past 
performances. The Babcock test and 
the seales will give a very good idea of 
what can be expected of them under 
the conditions in which they have been 
kept. If the environment is improved, 
an improvement in production can be 
expected. If no past record of the ani- 
mal can be obtained, it will be neces- 
sary to make the selection on indi- 
vidual merit. When the herd is com- 
posed of grades this is likely to be the 
case, and if the selections are carefully 
made by a good judge the results are 
likely to be satisfactory; but authentic 
records should always be obtained when 
possible, 

By far the most important factor in 


sire. He should be of the breed best 
suited to the conditions and require- 
ments of the herd. If the herd is small 
and a first-class sire is in the neighbor- 
hood it might be cheaper to hire the 
bull than to buy one outright. If ‘he 
bull must be purchased too much care 
cannot be used in his selection. Should 
the herd be composed of young cows 
they should be mated with a mature 
bull, but a mature cow that has a rec- 
ord for breeding may be mated with a 
young bull and the result of the cr<s 
noted, although a tested sire shoud be 
used when possible. Many bulls that 
have good breeding qualities are dis- 
posed of each year and their places 
filled by young and untested ma'es. -\ 
farmer is often able to buy a buil that 
has proven his ability as a sit3 as 
cheaply or more cheaply than a salf of 
superior parents would be 321d for. 


The selection of the young females 
to maintain and increase the urd re- 
quires careful consideration on the part 
of the breeder. If the herd '3 a pure 
bred one, the sire being the same strain, 
and very much like the females, the 
offspring will be fairly uniform aa¢ the 
calves from the best prodace:s can be 
selected, unless they show some physi- 
eal weakness or other reason for aot 
being taken into the herd. When the 
herd ig to be composed of grade ani- 
mals the sire should be pure-o-ed, and 
if possible the selection of thc females 
to maintain the herd shoull be made 
when they are old enough to be tes*ed, 
and the selection made ov th2ir inli- 
vidual merits. When it is necessary to 
select the females before they can be 
tested they should be from dams that 
respond the quickest to the changeG en- 
vironment of the herd. If a number vf 


cows are placed in better enviconment 
the calves should be selected from the 
cows that show the greatest imercase 
because of the better conditious. ~he 
bull will be likely to be most prepvient 
over the females which respou! ‘ne 
most readily to changed environ'.ent 
The most improvement can be expected 
in the first generation, as there are 
likely to be many reversions in th» see- 
ond generation, some being mu?» bet- 
ter than their dams and some much 
poorer. By this time the offspring of 
the best producing females can be se- 
lected for the herd, as a line of breed- 
ing will have been established. If the 
bull produces offspring that are uniform, 
strong and vigorous, he can be safely 
bred to his own daughters, 
ing is the greatest factor in preventing 


as inbreed- 


reversions, but if another bull must be 
procured he should be related to the old 
one and resemble him as much as pos- 


sible. 


However, no matter what attention 
is paid to the breeding of a herd it is 
all lost unless the feeding and care of 
the herd are what they should be. No 
amount of breeding can tuke the place 
of careful and regular feeding, 
and sanitary The 
sults of careful breeding and selection 
are soon lost by the farmer who does 
not give his stock the care that has 
raised it to its high standard.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE RE. 
CENT MILK INDUSTRY CON- 
VENTION IN FRANCE. 


Consul D. I. Murphy reports that a 


Bordeaux newspaper publishes an ac- 
count of the proceedings of the Third 
Congress of the Milk Industry, held 
recently at Paris, concerning which he 
writes: 

As the recommendations adopted 
seem to have attracted considerable at- 
tention in the milk, butter and cheese 
industries in this part of France, I give 
herewith a tarnslation of principal ree- 
ommendations, as follows: 

Milk.—(1) In all business transac- 
tions in which milk for human consump 
tion is concerned, purchases should be 
effected only according to the richness 
of the milk in its several extractive 
principles and not according to volume, 
(2) In the actual state of things and 
with due regard to scientific precision, 
‘good milk’’ is ‘‘the integral product, 
unadulterated and unchanged, of the 
total and uninterrupted milking of a 
mileh cow in good condition, well fed 
and not over-worked.’’ (3) The defini- 
tion of ‘‘pure milk’’ to be as follows: 
‘Milk having a distinetly determined 
origin, not having undergone any altera- 
tion, subtraction or mixture that might 


change or modify its essential proper- 
(4) The average composition of 
each season be established every year 
by milk districts under the direction of 
the minister of agriculture, 

Butter.—‘‘Genuine butter’’ (pure in 
‘he ordinary sense of the word) is de-

(fatty matters), which are obtained by 
the churning of pure milk or of the 
«ream extracted from pure milk, acidi- 
tied by lactie ferments.*’ 

Cheese.—‘‘ Pure cheese’’ is the pro- 
duet obtained by coagulstion, by pres- 
sure or by lactic fermentation, of the 
caseine of milk mixed with a variable 
quantity of fatty matter extracted from 
milk exclusively.

A subscriber writes: 
“*T wish to let my 
farm on shares. I 
have a herd of fifteen registered choice 
Holstein cows. If tenant furnishes 
team and tools, does the work and has 
half the crops, milk, ete., what share 
should I give him from the increase of 
the stock?’’ 

In answering this question we say 
that we do not think anyone could 
establish an equitable division without 
knowing more about the stock in ques- 
tion. There is such a wide variation 
in the valuation of registered stock that 
without a earefully prepared inventory 
a close estimate of the probable value 
of the increase would be impossible. 
Some registered cattle are little better 
than good grades, while a single calf 
from a richly bred cow with a large 
Advanced Registry record might easily 
sell for more than the entire produce 
of some farms. The range in value of 
registered calves is from $25 to $2,500 
or more. Thus it will be readily seen 
that a thorough knowledge of the merits 
of the individual members of the herd 
would be necessary in order to makes a 
reasonably safe estimate as to what

ject of ‘‘good roads,’’ and the action 
taken, at the last meeting vt the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Club of New 
York, as reported by Wing R. Smith in 
the October 22d World. That this sub- 
ject is of increasing importance must 
be apparent to most people. 


We have been aware in a general 
way of the dust nuisance resulting from 
rapidly moving auto-cars; but recently, 
during a visit at Niagara Falls, the 
enormity of this nuisance became per- 
sonally and painfully manifest. We 
have always taken pride in our pedes- 
trian abilities, and frequently take 
walks, and enjoy them, ranging from 
ten to thirty miles in a day. On the 
visit mentioned above we started in to 
do the Falls on foot. The walk from 
Niagara to Queenstown on the Cana- 
dian side, being along the edge of the 
gorge and distant from any highway, 
was most delightful. From Lewiston 
to Niagara is along a public highway 
and our experience was something hor- 
rible, almost beyond description. We 
succeeded in dodging the autos quite 
successfuly, but the clouds of dust were 
frightful. They could be seen for 
miles. We were enveloped and almost 
suffocated, and there was no escape. 
Every spear of grass, every bush, every 
weed was weighted down with it. The 
grass of the fields for some distance 
from the highway was nearly as bad. 
Think of cattle trying to graze near 
such a public road, or of grass being 
cut for hay! Of course we saw nothing 
of the beautiful scenery along this 
route, and, ag soon as we reached a trol- 
ley line, boarded a car, looking as 
though we had been dragged in the mid- 
dle of the highway the whole distance 
from Lewiston. 

We suppose that auto-cars have come 
to stay; if so, foot passage has gone to 
stay, unless something js done to relieve 
this dust nuisance. As for that matter 
the ‘‘couch a4 four’’ is little better 
than ‘‘shanks horses’’. Ag it is, you 


must own an automobile or suffer inde- 
scribable horrors and miseries, 

Perhaps the macadam road with the 
bricked center is the remedy. It would 
doubtless be an improvement. Of 
course it would be monopolized by the 
auto-cars, and we fear that a rut would 
soon form on either side along the union 
of the brick and macadam, which wuuld 
be difficult to properly repair. In any 
event, since the auto-car is directly re- 
sponsible for the nuisance, which must 
be remedied, it should bear the expense 
of the remedy.

ITALIANS USE BARITINE FOR IN- 
CRUSTING CHEESE. 


Vice-Consul W. Bayard Cutting, jr., 
reports on the conelusions of a commis- 
sion which has just been sitting at 
Milan to study, on behalf of the Italian 
Ministry of Agriculture, the results of 
the use of baritine (which contains sul- 
phate of barium) in the manufacture of 
the crust of Gorgonzola cheese. The 
Vice-Consul writes: 


The Consell d’Hygiene of France re- 
eently prohibited the importation of 
Gorgonzola cheese on the ground that 
the sulphate of barium used in the crust 
might be injurious to health. As 
France is second only to England in the 
wmount of Gorgonzola consumed, it is 
of great importance to Italy not to 
lose the French market, At the present 
moment there is an especially good op- 
portunity for Gorgonzola cheese in 
France, because of the high price of 
Rocquefort, a cheese which so resem- 
bles Gorgonzola that the two appeal to 
the same elass of consumers. 


The commission have therefore lost 
uo time in investigating the questions: 
(1) Is sulphate of barium injurious to 
the health when used to form the erust 
of cheese? (2) Supposing it to be non- 


> 


injurious, are there no other substances 
which can be used with equal advantage 
and without giving rise to objections? 

The first question is answered in the 
negative. Sulphate of barium is innoc- 
uous, because it is insoluble, even in 
acids. There is indeed the possibility 
that some of the other salts which make 
up baritine might penetrate the crust 
and ultimately soak into a portion of 
the cheese; but such an event must be 
very rare, and the amount of salts 
which would be consumed in the cheese 
must be infinitesimal. 

Sulphate of barium, however, is not 
merely innocuous, it is unnecessary. It 
is not used in all Gorgonzola cheese, 
but principally in the cheese destined 
for the world market, .and especially 
during the summer months. Equally ef- 





fective for the formation and preserva- 
tion of the crust are a number of sub- 
stances, such as various kinds of white 
clay, powdered tale, brick dust, ete. 

The commission recommends the adop- 
tion by Italian exporters of one of these 
substitutes for baritine, in order to re- 
move every hindrance to the free de- 
velopment of the export trade. Ex- 
periments have already been under- 
taken by the chief producers of Gor- 
gonzola cheese, who are affected by the 
rejection of their shipments by the 
French customs authorities at Modane. 
It is expected that they will soon find 
a means of making the crust of their 
cheese with some substance other than 
baritine without imperiling thereby its 
durability for purposes of transporta- 
tion.
